COMIREX Participation in the Fit 



1. I am responding to your memorandum of 15 July via 
General Reynolds so that he may append his comment. While I do 
not want co upset the 'present working arrangements on the handling 

* of photographic collection for MC&C until a decision is made on 
General Reynolds 1 study, I find one factor that bothers me and is 
not made clear in your memorandum. I. refer to the establishment 
of requirements. As you know, it is my view that MC&G should not 
be considered as an intelligence program. Therefore, I do not 
think that USIB should establish the requirements for collection of 
information for MC&G. 

2. The description of what your Committee does with 
regard to the assignment of priorities for photographic collection of 
MC&G data seems quite reasonable to me. As I view it, what you*re 
doing is making a determination of how much coverage we can 
allocate to MC&G without undue interference to intelligence collection. 
This seems to me to be an appropriate function for your Committee. 
However, as soon as it can be done without upsetting the program,
